1000  gallons.  Some  8"]%  of  the  houses  have  a ’’stand-pipe 

supply. 

Some  litile  difficulty  v/as  experienced  in  maintaining 
the  supply  during  the  summer  months.  This  was  the  result 

of  excessive  consumption  due  to  a temporary  increase 

of  population.  The  difficulty  was  due  to  insufficient  storage 

capacity  for  the  greatly  increased  population,  which  has  now 
returned  to  normal. 


The  remaining  parishes  rely  mainly  upon  private  v/ells 
(an.din.some  cases  on  ponds)  except  in  so  far  as  the  Council 
has  provided  boreholes  and  windpumps  with  a stand-pipe  at  the 
foot  of  each  tov/er  as  follows

Thorpeness  (part  of  the  parish  of  Aldringham.  vrith 
Thorpe)  is  supplied  by  a private  scheme  owned  and  operated  by 
Thorpeness  Ltd.,  the  estate  owners.  Y'Jith  one  exception  all 
houses  in  Thorpeness  have  water  ’’laid  on.” 


Difficulties  regarding  water  supply  have  been  experienced 
in  the  East  Groe  area  of  the  parish  of  Keisale,  where  the  heavy 
iron  content  of  the  water  from  the  wells  gives  rise  to  complaints 
from  the  consumiors.  The  Council  have  this  m.atter  in  mind 

and  contemplate  the  furnishing  of  a proper  piped  supply  to  this 
area  after  the  v/ar.
